Even before he plunged into 
the 
merry whirl of 
.Monday 
night’s inaugural 
balls—where 
Republicans celebrated their re­ 
turn to power after an eight- 
y ear gap—the new 
President 
had arranged for a meeUng of 
the National blecurity Council to­ 
day . 
Nix on also planned to meet 
with Gen. Earle Wheeler, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and aides said he would confer 
soon with his Cabinet and Urban 
Affairs Council. 
In the heady atmosphere of 
Inauguration Day , the former 
transfer of presidenUal power 
from Democrat Ly ndon B. Jolm- 
son to Republican Nix on was 
carried out in peace and har­ 
mony . 
The day was marred, howev­ 
er, by brief and scattered but

When Cubans or Americans 
seeking to avoid tlie draft hijack 
an airliner, the Star added, they 
have been toasted and honored 
in Havana. 
Inaugural Speech Reaction Mixed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rich­ 
ard Nix on’s presidential inaugu­ 
ral summons to peace drew 
warhi praise from Capitol Hill 
to the Kremlin, but left some 
Americans-in-the-street 
baffled 
and at least one Negro leader 
downright disappointed.

sense of urgency and no sensi­ 
tivity to the basic problems of 
hunger, poverty and race in this

night’s inaugural 
balls—where 
Republicans celebrated their re­ 
turn to power after an eight- 
year gap—the new President 
had arranged for a meeting of 
the National Security Council to­ 
day. 
Nixon also planned to meet 
with Gen. Earle Wheeler, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and aides said he would confer 
soon with his Cabinet and Urban 
Affairs Council. 
In the heady atmosphere of 
Inauguration Day, the former 
transfer of presidential power 
from Democrat Lyndon B. John­ 
son to Republican Nixon was 
carried out in peace and har­ 
mony.

Czech Crisis 
Grows Worse 


2nd Attempted 
Immolation Cited 


PRAGUE (AP) — A second 
attempt at suicide by fire pre­ 
sented Czechoslovakia’s Com­ 
munist leaders today with their 
gravest crisis since the Soviet 
invasion five months ago. An at­ 
tempt at self-immolation also 
was reDorted in Budapest, the 
Hungarian capital. 
A brewery worker in Plzen, 
Josef Hlavaty, 25. poured in­ 
flammable liquid over himself 
Monday night in Dukla Square 
and set himself aflame. Official 
reports said his motive had not 
been determined. But students 
in Prague assumed be wag emu­ 
lating Jan Palach, a 21-year-old 
student who set himself afire 
last Thursday in protest against 
the reversal of the government 
reform movement and died Sun­ 
day. 
One radio newscast said Hla­ 
vaty might survive if complica­ 
tions did not set in. 
Students worked in the early 
morning hours in Prague’s Wen- 
ceslas Square, painting signs 
reading “Josef Hlavity, Human 
Torch No. 2.” 
President Ludvik Svoboda, re­ 
newing his pleas for an end to 
immolations and acceptance of 
what the Communist leadership 
feels it must do, went on televi­ 
sion to give a veiled warning 
that the Soviet occupation force 
might intervene. 
“For a great fire,” he said. 
“a single spark is enough, and it 
may cost thousands of Lives.

San. Maloney 
Urges Changes 
In Ohio Outlays 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
State Sen. Michael J. Maloney 
R-7 Hamilton is preparing legis 
lation to tie the amount of sales 
tax revenue distributed among 
local governments to annual in­ 
creases in the amount collected. 
Maloney, chairman of an in­ 
terim committee on county bud1 
get commissions, wants to re 
move the $24 million ceiling on 
the sales tax revenue that goes 
into the local government fund. 
“The ceiling keeps local gov­ 
ernments from participating in 
the economic growth of the 
state,” Maloney explained in an 
interview. 
The legislature set the $24 mil­ 
lion ceiling in 1957. The amount 
hasn’t been raised since then, 
although state sales tax revenue 
increased from $212 million in 
fiscal 1958 to $481 million in fis­ 
cal 1968. 
The local government fund in 
fiscal 1968 was about $71 mil 
lion. • 
In addition to sales tax rev 
enue, it contained about $47 mil­ 
lion from state collected in­ 
tangible personal property tax­ 
es. The fund is divided among 
counties, 
municipalities 
and 
townships. 
Since 1957 an increasing per­ 
centage of the local government 
fund bas come from the in­ 
tangible tax which has no ceil­ 
ing. 
Maloney is drafting legisla­ 
tion to make the $24 million “a 
minimum annual state contri­ 
bution.” It would provide that 
future state contributions also 
would include a percentage of 
annual increases in state sales 
tax revenue figured from the 
base year of 1968. 
Maloney said be would prob­ 
ably propose that the percent­ 
age of annual increases be set 
at 5 per cent. 
Since it is estimated that the 
state sales tax revenue in fiscal 
1969 will range from $575 to $600 
million, the sales tax revenue 
going into the local government 
fund would increase an esti­ 
mated $4.7 to $5.6 million.

• Dew, 46, of Hamburg, Ark., and 
Capt. Hugh H. Hicks, 51, of Han­ 
nibal, Ohio. Hicks’ wife, also an 
^ American, was one of the 22 
i persons killed in the crash of 
the Boeing 727 jetliner operated 
, by CAT, the .Civil Air Trans­ 
port line. Another 42 persons 
aboard the plane survived.

immediately whether Prosecu­ 
tor Hsu Chen-Chih would appeal 
the acquittal, which is permtesi- 
bib under Chinese law. Court 
sources said that he was deter­ 
mined to appeal.

gence, punishable by imprison­ 
ment up to five years. Hicks 
was charged with the lesser

What Deming meant by his 
statement, made last week , was 
that the excess of demaod and 
money in the United States was 
mak ing imported goods not only 
desirable

which is bad for the balance of 
pay ments. 
This problem has been w ith u s 
for 11 y ears now and with each 
discu ssion it seems to get more 
complex and tangled. For many 
people its mere mention on a 
newspaper 
page 
is 
reason 
enou gh to tu rn to the crossword 
pu zzie. 
Simply stated, a cou ntry has a 
balance of pay ments when the 
money 
it 
sends 
or 
spends 
abroad equ als that brou ght into 
the cou ntry by foreigners. Sel­ 
dom is it really in balance, how­ 
ever. Generally there is a su r­ 
plu s or deficit. 
Now any cou ntry is liable at 
some time or another to be m a 
deficit condition, becau se it is 
impossible for the world’s na­ 
tions to perfectly balance their 
spending and bu y ing. 
However, when a nation ru ns 
u p deficits for 11 y ears the other 
cou ntries begin to worry '. They 
see themselves with too many 
dollars and wou der if it might 
not be safer to have gold in- 
atoad And so they trade their 
dollars for gotd. 
This is the dangerou s aspect 
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of the balance—really the im­ 
balance—of pay ments situ ation. 
If confidence is lost in the dollar 
it can be catastrophic for world 
trade, for the dollar is still the 
most acceptable means of ex­ 
change. 
What mak e« the dangerou s 
situ ation critical is that inflation 
in the United States has a dou ­ 
ble impact on this imbalance. 
Deming aptly described the 
situ ation as “ miserable.” Ju st a 
y ear ago the cou ntry had more 
than $4 billion in su rplu s. And 
ju st fou r y ears ago some $6 bn- 
iion more goods were sold than 
bou ght. 
Bu t. y ou say , this still leaves 
the United States with a balance 
in its favor. Yes, a balance of 
trade, bu t trade is only one as- 


pect of the balance of pay ments. 
Not ah the money that goes in 
and ou t of a nation is trade. 
The United States, for exam­ 
ple, su pports a costly wa r, in 
Vietnam, thou sands of 
tro o ps in 
Eu rope, spends money in a iding 
less developed nations. 
In a ddi­ 
tion, corporations 
spend o n fo r­ 
eign investments. 
The resu lt of all factors has 
been an imbalance in pay ments 
for 11 y ears. This past y ear, be­ 
cau se foreign money wa x a t­ 
tracted to the U.S. stock m ar­ 
k ets, and becau se of restrictions 
on foreign investments, the first 
su rplu s since 1957 was reached. 
The worries continu e, howev­ 
er. What wou id happen if re­

If confidence is lost in the dollar 
it can be catastrophic for world 
trade, Aor the doillar is still the 
moat acceptable means of ex­ 
change.

Deming aptly described the 
situation as ‘‘miserable.”

Clash With Police Wilberforce

DUBLIN, Ireland (AP)-More 
than 1,000 bousing demonstra- 
tors were evicted by club-wield­ 
ing police when they staged a 
sitdown Saturday night in the 
heart of Dublin. Scores were in­ 
jured, and organizers claimed 
young girls were manhandled 
and beaten. 
Ireland’s largest union, the 
Transport and General Workers 
Union, said it would call for pro­ 
test demonstrations against the 
police later this week. 
Saturday’s demonstration was 
sparked by the jailing of a lead­ 
er of the Dublin Housing Action 
claims for the city’s 10,000 fami­ 
lies without adequate homes. 
The jailed man, Denis Dennehy, 
is on a hunger strike after being 
imprisoned for occupying a va­ 
cant bouse with bis wife and two 
young children.

The shock that 
is given is not an emotional one 
but rather an actual treatment 
with specially devised electric 
hookups to the skull. 
The 
diagnosis 
of 
mental 
illnesses is a very difficult one 
and is based on long years of 
study and careful observation. 
It is for this reason that I so 
often ask readers not to use 
the 
word 
scbizopbreni 
or 
paranoid as hostile descriptions 
of someone’s behavior. These 
are classifications that can only 
be made by psychiatrists or 
psychologists 
who 
take into 
consideration the history of the 
illness and the duration and 
intensity of 
the 
behavior 
symptoms. Shock treatment can 
be performed with drugs in 
addition 
to electro 
shock 
methods 
for marked 
melan­ 
cholia, depression, and even 
maniac states. Shock therapy 
can be 
given in the doctor’s 
office 
or 
in 
the 
hospital, 
depending on the nature of the 
illness and the personality at 
the patient. 
In carefully selected cases, 
more than 90 percent of the 
patients treated are benefited 
by one of the forms of shock 
therapy. Before such treatment 
is started, a complete medical 
examination is made to be sure 
that the general physical con­ 
dition 
of 
the 
patient 
can 
withstand this intensive form of 
treatment. The risk is flight, 
or even negligible, when per­ 
formed by th# modern, well- 
trained gpecialist.

Karel Kovanda, a representa­ 
tive of the student union in 
Bohemia and Moravia, told a 
rally the students will act, but

“I only cross bridges when I 
come to them,” she says. “I live 
one day at a time. If I have a 
problem I keep it to myself.” 
It’s possible that the brown- 
eyed Californian has had more 
contact with, and understanding 
of, the average American and 
grassroots citizen, than any o tt­ 
er First Lady 
entering the 
White House. For 20 years Pat 
Nixon has been shaking hands 
and listening. 
Her slim figure—5 feet 5V2, 
110 pounds, size IO—is admira­ 
bly suited to the well-cut, under­ 
stated 
designer 
clothes 
she 
wears now. 
Mrs. Nixon’s fashion taste has 
kept pace with her husband’s 
rise in income and political for­ 
tune. Gone forever are the silk 
print jacket dresses and the fus­ 
sy little lacy evening numbers 
that she used to rush in and buy 
off the rack when she needed 
something.

smart, younger-looking clothes 
in elegant fabrics and flattering 
colors, many of them by Ruth 
Matthews, 
a 
California-based 
designer. 
On her strawberry blonde hair 
she used to wear flowers and 
veils and straw sailor, but now 
her short and lighter blonde coif 
is seldom covered. 
Not long ago someone joked to 
her that if she kept on going 
bareheaded the millinery indus­ 
try would be very unhappy. She 
looked 
almost 
stricken, 
and 
cried: “But I love hats! I would 
like to wear them again.” 
She believes in wearing the 
same good suit or coat over and 
over again in public. Pictures of 
her doing this very thing recent­ 


ly moved Norman Norell, dean 
of American designers, to com­ 
ment approvingly: “She’s put­ 
ting fashion in its proper per­ 
spective. A First Lady should 
not be so enthralled with fashion 
that she has to wear something 
different every day.” 
Mrs. Nixon is a practical, sen­ 
sible, 
thrifty 
woman, 
taking 
pride in being considered pri­ 
marily a homemaker. She likes 
to cook and garden, and she has 
called herself 
“old maidish” 
about keeping a house spotless 
and everything in its place. 
In the White House the new 
First Lady will have a large and 
experienced staff to cope with 
keeping it tidy. She’ll handle the 
workers with her usual friendly 
efficiency, but, since she doesn’t 
like people to wait on her (“it is 
easier to do something for my­ 
self,” she says), she may have 
some inner struggle about re­ 
sisting the urge to move a piece 
of furniture here or to whip 
out a hot iron for a quick touch­ 
up on a dress.
